Who can file Form-6A 

1. Every Indian citizen staying in a foreign country, who has not acquired citizenship of a foreign country, and, 
has completed 18 years as on 1st January of the year, can make an application in Form-6Afor being registered in the roll 
for the constituency pertaining to the locality in which his place of residence in India as mentioned in the passport is 
located. The application in Form-6A can be presented to the registration officer concerned. 

2. The applicant should have completed eighteen years of age as on 1st January of the year. For example, if the 
application is for inclusion of name in the electoral roll with reference to 01-01-2011 as thequalifying date, the applicant 
should have completed 18yearsason01-01-2011. 

Whereto submit the application in Form-6A 

3. The application should be submitted directly to the Electoral Registration Officer (ERO) of the constituency 
within which the place of ordinary residence of the applicant as given in the valid passport falls. The Application in 
Form-6A can be presented in person to the ERO or sent by post addressed to the ERO concerned.
